Laurin lead. 

Allen takes the situation very philo- 
sophically. He insists that the battle is 
not over, and urges his friends to rally 
‘and carry the fight to the bitter end. 
“I yet feel that I will be the next senator 
from Mississippi,’’ he remarked in a hotel 
lobby conversation the other day, ‘‘and 
do not intend to give up the battle I have 
been waging for the past three months 
merely because the other man happens 
to be in the lead.

Allen Men Discouraged. 

It is clearly apparent, however, that 
the most enthusiastic supporters of the 
“Private’’ are becoming discouraged at 
theoutlook. The continual] round of ad- 
verse returns from the primaries has 
dampened the ardor they displayed at the 
lopening of the cegnpaign, and a period of 
inactivity has set in which at this stage 
practically means culminaton in aban- 
donment. 

In spite of the fact that victory is with- 
tn his grasp, McLaurin shows no cessa- 
tion of energy. He is continually on the 
stump, and has not spent three whole 
Gays at the executive mansion for as 
many weeks. The gubernatorial office 
has been transff#rmed into a bureau of 
campaign literature, and a good-sized 
force of clérks are being kept constantly 
busy sending out copies of the governor's 
speeches, letters of personal solicitation 
and other documents calculated to cap- 
iture the wary voter. This work is under 
the personal direction of two of the gov- 
ernor’s brothers, who remain constantly 
at the capitol and direct campaign af- 
fairs throughout the state while the gov- 
ernor is making his stump speeches. 

Labor and expense seem to be matters 
of small moment, and when McLaurin 
loses a county it cannot be truthfully 
asserted that it was due to any lack of 
effort. Campaign lIliterature has even 
been distributed in large® quantities 
throughout one county in Allen’s own 
congressional district.

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ALABAMA LAND WON’T BE SOLD 


Secretary of the Interior Disapproves 
Hermann’s Recommendation. 
Washington, July 22.—Secretary of the 
Interior Hitcheck has disapproved the 
recommendation of the commissioner of 
the general land office for the sale of all 
the lands in Alabama Ly public auction. 
These unoccupied and unreserved lands in 
the state aggregate 622,373 acres, over the 
disposition of which there has been con- 

siderable agitation. 

Commissioner Hermann based his action 
on recent developments in connection with 
the donation of 50,000 acres of public lands 
in the state to the Industrial School for

Now the Seaboard’s route 
from Cheraw to Columbia lies just along 
the line of that proposed road for which 
bonds were issued, for that distance 
the Seaboard has taken the name of the 
road for which the bonds were issued— 
Chesterfield and Kershaw—and will re- 
ceive the $50,000. Officers of the Seaboard 
were elected officers of that road, and 
so the legal organization was effected. 
It was a neat pick-up and will more 
than pay for the terminal park in Co- 
lumbia. 

New Methods Adopted.

South Carolina Press Association. 

The South Carolina Press Association 
will meet at Harris Springs, Laurens 
county, with the wives, sisters and daugh- 
ters next Tuesday.

Condition of Cotton. 

The cgtton crop in the Piedmont scction 
of the ‘State is very poor, while in the 
middle section it is ttle better. The 
best crops are in the Pee Dee section. 
The drought has done tnecalculable dam- 
age which does not seem to be fully reai- 
ized. A trip of 100 miles from Columbia 
northwest will show hundreds of fields 
of cotton which ranges in height from six 
inches to one foot. It is now blooming, 
ail the blossoms being on top. The first 
scant picking will clean these fields per- 
manently. The corn crop has suffergd 
even more from want of rain. At Lau- 
rens it is said there has not been a soak- 
ing rain for eighteen weeks, and but few 
showers in that time to lay the dust. 
The Congaree river at Columbia, wh'ch 
has a flow record of thirty-five feet, hus 
been standing at from three to four inches 
for three months. se 

The best crop made in the state or 
that will be made this year is wheat, 


and under the continued poor recarns 
from cotton the record of wheat acreage 
will be broken this fall. The crop has 
always paid, but heretofore the trouble 
the farmers have experienced in getting 
the grain to mill’ has-been discouraging, 
but in many sections this trouble has 
been recently eliminated. Roller mills of 
from twenty to forty barrels capacity 
per day have been built all about in 
towns and country and they have had 
plenty of work and the overs of the flour 
good demand for their product.

New York, July 22.—As yet no arrange- 
ments for the funeral of the late Robert 
GG. Ingersoll hava been made. Monday 
has been settled on for the funeral by 
the male members of the family,. but the 
widow and daughters wished the funeral 
on Tuesday, and that is the date set. It 
will be private. No one will be invited 
but those nearest and dearest to the dead. 
It will be held at the home in Dobbs 
Perry. 

It will be a secular funeral. Today 
there came many offers from musicians 
of note to bring thelr orchestras and 
play, but the family declined them all. 
There will be no music, perhaps not 
even an address. No singing, no prayers, 
nothing but a last leave-taking. 

“We can do nothing about the arrange- 
ments,’ said Mr. Farrell, “until Mrs. In- 
gersoll is able to say what she wishes 
done. The colonel often told me that he 
preferred cremation as the most sanitary 
and satisfactory way of disposing of the 
dead, but he has also told me that he 
did not believe he cowld bring himself to 
cremate one of his loved ones if he sur- 
vived, though he knew it to be the ra- 
tional way.

Tobacco Ready for Market. 

The big ‘‘break’’ days of the tobacco 
warehouses in the Pee Dee section are 
near at hand and several million pounds 
of the weed will be thrown upon the 
market within a few days. The growth 
of this industry in South Carolina is re- 
markable, particularly in a section of the 
county considered too near the coast to 
produce fine tobaceo, There are from one 
to four big tobacco warehouses in the 
towns of Sumter, Darlington, florence, 
Kingstree, Timmonsville, Marion, Dillon 
and Latta. Within a radius of six miles 
with Latta as its center there are 400 
barns with capacities of 1,600,000 pounds. 
Buyers attend these sales from all over 
the country, but chiefly from North 
Carolina and Virginia. The warehouse 
managers are experienced salesmen, who. 
get the best prices going. Farmers bring 
tobacco in wagon load lots and there are 
on sales days hundreds of them in town. 
As the acreage is continually increasing 
and better methods are being used, the 
farmers must be satisfied with cultivating 
tobacco instead of cotton. 

Improvements in Abbeville. 


The city council of Abbeville has con- 
tracted with Messrs. Sayer & Lee to fur- 
nish the town with electric lights. A 
fine water power at Martin’s mill, on 
Little river, seven miles from Abbeville, 
will be utilized in furnishing the power. 
In Abbeville county’ there are immense 
water powers going 40 waste for want 
of development.

STRONG REBUFFS 


Both Houses of Parliament Show De- 
cidedly Reduced Majorities. 


PET MEASURES ARE NOT EASY 


Conservative Leaders Have Shown 
Vacillation and Indecision. 


LOBBYING SEEMS TO BE INCREASING 


British Admiralty Decides To Im- 
‘prove Gunnery of Navy and Sets 
Aside Money for the Work. 


London, July 22.—The close of one of 
the most™dreary sessions of parliament 
within the memory of.men now living 
ls in sight. The members of the house 
of commons expect to flit about August 
Ist, in time to reach the moors for the 
opening of grouse shooting, which begins 
August 12th. The government has met 
many rebuffs in both houses of parlia- 
ment and the reduced majorities with 
which they have carried some pet meas- 
utes have constituted moral victories tor 
the opposition. 

The conservative leaders, in short, have 
displayed their usual. vacillation. inde- 
cision and feebleness in resisting the ce- 
mands of the ‘classes against the 
masses.’’ Lobbying has been more prev- 
alent than ever before. Unfortunately 
for the suecess of the liberal party, the 
leaders on that side have shown i'ttle 
aptitude to score off the numerous short- 
comings of tories or to profit by the re- 
belliousness that several government 
measures awakened in the ranks of Lord 
Salisbury’s adherents. In short, the lib- 
erals have shown themselves rather dem- 
agogic opposers than initiators in a new 
line of policy. Otherwise they might 
more than once have forced a d.sssolu- 
tion of parilament and appealed tu the 
country with success. 

The determination of the admiralty to 
improve the gunnery of the aavy has 
come none too soon in the opinion of 
experts, and there is general satisfec- 
tion that the authorities have decided to 
follow the example of the United (tates 
navy and double the allowance of ammu- 
nition for firing practice. The recent “un- 
pleasantness’’ between the "Jnited States 
and Spain demonstrating the admirable 
funnerv of the American navy, coupled 
With official returns just issued and ulLow- 
ing that the best British cunnears fai ed 
to hit the target seventy out out of every 
one hundred shops, has awakened the 
admiralty to the necessity of mending 
matters, 

American Navy Complimented. 

In his statement in the house of com- 
mons yesterday Rt. Hon. George Gosch- 
en, lord of the admiralty, practically 
corroborated the recent stai»xment of an 
admiralty official to «he correspondent 
of the Associated Press that “‘for jts size 
the American navy is as {ne a navy as 
ever existed, and much could be learred 
from it,”’ and that meanwhile he hoped 
that naval intelligence would be en- 
hanced. The mobtlization of a hige fleet 
engaged in the present maneuvers is 
carrying out a plan of operations of the 
most interesting character. The plan 
supposes Great Britain to be at war w'th 
a continental power and a convoy of 
British merchant ships carrying fcods 
and supplies is crossing the Atlantic from 
Halifax under a small escort. The ene- 
my sends a fleet to intercept the convoy 
and Great Britain dispatches a fleet to 
intercept that of its adversary. The cre- 
my, however, relies upon numerous tor- 
pedo boats issuing from Irish ports for 
the purpose of harassing the British 
while he captures the convoy. Great 
Britain, on the other hand. relies upon 
torpedo boat destroyers to cope with the 
torpedo boats and give free play to the 
Seagoing ships. The real battle is thvs 
torpedo boats against torpedo »vat de- 
stroyers. The result must be most inter- 
esting and must 'argely control the fu- 
ture policy with regard’ to the building 
of torpedo boat destroyers. 

What President Kruger declined to 
yield to the petitions of UWitlanders and 
the arguments of the British high com- 
missioner of South Africa. Sir Alfred 
Milner, he seems inclined to yield to the 
more forcible hints of the war office, 
comprised in unobtrusive. but obvious 
military preparations. The sudden change 
of front by the volksraad fn adopting the 
seven-year franchise proposition on last 
Tuesday is a forcible demonstration of 
the claim that President Kruger can and 
does yield when the proper pressure is 
applied, but not otherwise. As Mr. 
Chamberlain said in the course of his 
speech in the house of commons on 
Thursday regarding the modifications of 
the franchise law in the Transvaal, the 
concessions do not end the difficulties 
but merely offer a basis for a pacific set- 
tlement; and forn@r experiences with the 
Transvaal have taught the government 
that it is inadvisable in any way to relax 
pressure until the contract is concluded. 
The military preparations, therefore, have 
been in no way relaxed. 

Old Age Pensions. 

The parliamentary select committee on 
Old age pensions is laboring earnestly 
with a view to presenting a report before 
the prorogation of parliament. It {fs un- 
derstood that the committee has arrived 
at the determination to recommend a pen- 
sion of 5 shillings weekly to all attaining 
the age of sixty-five years who have 
never received parish relief. The pro- 
posal will naturally involve a heavy ex- 
pense, generally estimated at £10,000, 000 
yearly, which, it is proposed, will be di- 
vided between the imperial] exchequer and 
local sources.

Berlin is in the midst of the vacation 
season.

One hun- 
dred draft dogs in Berlin were sunstruck 
during the week and brought to «he vet- 
erinary stations by the police. 

The announcement that Chief Justice 
Chambers is to leave Samoa is received 
with great satisfaction by all sections 
of the German press. The newspapers 
have all along represented Chambers as 
the tool of E. B. 8. Maxse, the British 
consul at Apia, and especially hostile to 
the Germans in the island. His 1etire- 
ment, therefore, had been regarded as 
necessary to the restoration of normal 
conditions.

Flag Incident in Honolulu. 

The flag incident at Honolulu on July 
4th has been very sensibly treated by 
the German press. The swift punisgment 
of the offenders is regarded as proof of 
the correct attitude of the United States 
toward Germany. There was not a sirgle 
jarring note in the press comment. Most 
of the papers did not regard the incident 
as of such tmportance as to notice. The 
Boersen Courier said the incident showed 
that good understanding between German 
and American officials in the Pacifie had 
made immense progress. The Lokal An- 
zeiger said the Americans did their duty 
unhesitatingly. 

The Philippine campaign ‘has been al- 
luded to frequently this week. The Kreuz 
Zeitung says the Americans are making 
no progress in spite of exertion. The 
Tageblatt says the campaign looks for 
the present like a farce, because the 
Americans have not sufficient troops in 
the Philippines to undertake any serious 
operations. The Boersen Courter. refer- 
ring to the efforts made in Washington to 
raise new troops, says: 

“The United States is apparently devel- 
oping into a military state, after the 
example of European countries.” 

Newspapers here print a letter from a 
German at Manila, giving the following 
account of things there: 

“American officers hold brilliant recep- 
tions in private houses and in the Casino 
at Malate, to which they invite prominent 
Filipinos, The last week in June there 
was a great festival at which 0 were 
present and which ended with a ball and 
fireworks. Four-fifths of the guests were 
Filipinos. All the ladies were invited to 
appear in picturesque native costumes. 
But while the American civil officials are 
leading the Filipinos into fraternizing and 
feasting, the two armies are constantly 
fighting. 

“Everywhere the Filipinos have strong 
corps pushed forward close upon the 
American line and wherever a patriot 
leaves the main body he finds himself in 
the presence of the enemy and threatened 
with being -surrounded. The Americans 
take revenge by having ships fire upon 
Filipinos wherever a few show themselves 
in order to bathe. How helpless are the 
Americans outside of Manila is shown by 
the capture of two officials of the hes- 
pital ship ‘Relief. This vessel took a short 
sail under the protection of the cahnon 
of the warships off Paranaque and was 
suddenly surrounded by native boats end 
the officers captured. The Monadnock 
got up steam rapidly, but although she 
opened fire and raked the shore and for- 
est, the rescue of the Relief’s officers was 
not accomplished. The Filipinos led the 
prisoners quietly away. When mérines 
landed they were received so warmly that 
they were forced to return hastily to the 
ship.” 

The chamber of commerce of Upper 
Franconia has petitioned the Bavarian 
ministry to use its influence with the 
government to secure lower duties on 
looking glass in the United States when 
commercial treaties gre arranged. and 
asks for’a reduction of 20 per cent. The 
chamber points out that the exportation 
of looking glass from the Fichtel-Gebirge 
region has diminished more than half 
since the Dingley tariff went into effect, 
and expresses fear that -exportation will 
soon be crushed out of existance. Ger- 
many has been excluding cattle so rigid- 
ly that the difference in price has now 
become_so_great_as_to offer a lucrative 
business for smugglers, who are most ac- 
tive on the German-Dutch frontier.

In submitting the matter 
to the state department Count Vinchi 
wrote a note reciting the telegram and 
re-enforcing it with un expression of 
the hope that steps will be taken to as- 
certain the facts and extend protection to 
Italians in the neighborhood. He saw 
Secretary Hay and wiso Assistant Secre- 
tary Hill. Mr. Hay was about‘to go to 
the white house, so that representations 
made by the Italian charge were sub- 
mitted to the president. Throughout the 
conferences, the most agreeable spirit 
was shown, and there was no intimation 
from Count Vinchi that his government 
was disposed tu make a s¢rious issue of 
affairs. Neither personally nor in the 
note whieh he submitted was there any 
protest or demand for indemnity.

Sherman’s Official Report. 

Colonel Thomas quoted from General 
sherman's official report, which says that 
the troops nearest the Georgia railroad 
captured that battery and this, the speak- 
er claimed,, was the position of the Forty- 
second that day. His statement of the 
cegiment'’s position, as furnished the his- 
torian of the Atlanta camp of Confed- 
erate Veterans, is this: 

“The Forty-second Georgia regiment oc- 
cupied the left of Stovall's Lrigade, which 
threw our right on and along the Georgia 
railroad. The First Georgia, state troops, 
were on our immediate cight, General H. 
LD. Clayton commanding our division, com- 
"sed of Stovall, Baker, Gibson and 

loltzelaw’s brigades. J] refer you to Gen- 
eral Clayton's report of this battle; re- 
member that the Forty-second Georgia 
regiment was on the extreme left of 
Stovall’s brigade in this charge, being in 
the trenches on the northeast of Atlanta. 
General Clayton says: ‘About 4 p. 

Was ordered to close to the right, ' 
right remaining fixed, and forming in two 
lines to begin the attack upon the enemy 
in my front, and upon the left of Hind- 
men’s division, already engaged. I placed 
Baker and Stovall's brigades in the front 
line, and Gibson and Holtzclaw's divisions 
in the rear. I then ordered Colonel John- 
son, commanding Stovall's brigade, to 
move forward and make the attack." 
This, then, you observe, was the position 
of each command: our cegiment, the For- 
ty-second Georgia regiment. keeping 
along the Georgta railroad in the charge, 
leading in the same in attacking the fed- 
eral lines and successfully taking the 
Same at the point where the enemy's 
breastworks crossed the Georgia railroad, 
running north and south of the same. 
Much has been written of this memorable 
charge, and many complimentarv things 
said of the part taken by this gallant old 
regiment that I had the honor to com- 
mand on that day.’’ 

Captain Howell’s Testimony. 

Colonel Thomas cead from letters from 
a number of men Who were on the ground 
and famillar with the facts, among these 
being Captain E. P. Howell, who. tn the 
ecounrse of his letter to Colonel Thomas, 
Savs: 

“I was fn position to see the charge of 
Stovall's brigade, under Colonel Johnson, 
and especially your eegiment, the Forty- 
second Georgia, which led the eharge on 
the Decatur road and the Georgia railroad 
that day. General Cleburn massed the 
artillery of his division in the angle made 
by his division on the right and Stuart’s 
corps on the left. My command was with 
this artillery. We engaged for some time 
in enfilading the line battle that re- 
coiled under the « harge of Hardee's cOTDps; 
and after that were engaged for more 
than two hours in ghelling the battery 
that was afterwards taken by your com- 
mand. 

“IT think I know all about that battle. or 
at least this part of it. I saw your bri- 
gade go into the fight across the valley 
where the Georgia raileoad runs along 
the Decatur road, and saw the line un- 
wavering until it captured the battery. I 
Was sent by the commanding officer -with 
my horses to bring the guns out. There 
were two lines of battle behind the one 
captured with the battery and the fire 
from them was so terrific that it was im- 
possible to get the horses to the guns. I, 
however, went to the line of battle and 
Saw the guns that were captured. It was 
impossible to handle them with the men 
and we staid here until dark, while re- 
enforcements were going to the federals 
and we were unable to move the guns. 

“On General Sherman's first visit

him and he told me personally that he 
watoned the charge made by Stovall's 
brigade and remarked that there was not 
a more gallant charge made during the 
war than the one made on that occasion.” 
History Will Do Justice. 

Colonel Thomas in conclusion said: 

“Comrades and friends, I ask you, is It 
not then eminently proper to commemo. 
rate this day, as the day on which fame 
placed its brightest laurels on this grand 
old regiment, for its unexampled valor. 
[It would be for this happy occasion tov 
tedious to refer you o the many offictal 
and army reports of general offi- 
cers epmmanding in this battle of July 
22, 1864, but [I must say, after disclaiming 
any intention of doing an injustice to the 
gallant troops of the Tenth South Caro- 
lina regiment, or Manigalt’s brigade, that 
we can rest our claim on the impartial 
report of these officers, and with those yet 
living and now among us, and with the 
general commanding the federal army, 
and with such ample verification of the 
facts, we need have no fear that history 
und posterity will do us jistice.

According to a desion handed e)wn 
yesterday morning by the supreme court, 
Solicitor James F. O'Neill, of the city 
criminal court, is entitled to the same 
fees as the solicitor general of the state. 

The case is of more than ordinary in- 
terest and the deciston of the supreme 
court settles a point of considerable im- 
portance. The case grew out of the pe- 
tition filed by Clerk G. H. Tanner more 
than a year ago in which he contended 
that the solicitor of the criminal court 
was entitled to the same reduced felony 
fees as the solicitor general, but that 
the only fees he was entitled to were 
those for misdemeanors, 

Solicitor O'Neill, however, held that he 
was entitled to the reduced felony fees 
and tn consequence a witter fight was in- 
augurated. 

The matter was finally taken to the 
supreme court, which yesterday decided 
in favor of the solicitor of the city 
criminal court. 

The following ts the official finding of 
the supreme court, handed down by Judge 
Cobb: 

“The solicitor of the criminal court of 
Atianta is entitled to the same fees as 
the solicitor general of the state, and 
hence there was no error in awarding 
to such solicitor, on a money rvle insti- 
tuted bv the clerk of that court, such 
fees in each case in which the offense 
was reduced to a misdemeanor by the 
act of March 20, 1866.”’ 

G. H. Tanner, as clerk of the criminal 
court of Atlanta, brought his petition 
against Sheriff John W. Nelms and James 
F. O'Neill, solicitor of the court, alleg- 
ing that for the month of April, 1898, the 
amount realzed was $411.45. He further 
declared that the insolvent costs accruing 
during that month were as follows: 
O'Neill, solicitor, $483 in forty-six eag: 
of misdemeanors; Nelms, sheriff, $149..; 
petitioner, as clerk, $383.75, and a jus- 
tice of the peace $104.45. 

The defendant, O'Neill, claimed $80.50 
each for twenty-three of the misdemean- 
or cases, claiming them to be reduced 
falonies under the act of 1866, but the pe- 
titioner denied his right to $30.50 for each 
reduced felony case, contending that he 
was entitled to only $10.50 for each of 
them, and that the $411.45 referred to 9s 
the amount realized from fines and for- 
feitures for the month of Septamber was 
in ..e sheriff's hands. 

Clerk Tanner said further that the sher- 
iff refused to pay out or distribute this 
money except on the basis of $80.50 for 
each of the reduced felonies, which, it 
was alleged, would greatly increase the 
amount to be paid to the solicitor and 
diminish the portion due the petitioner. 

Rule absolute was prayed for against 
the sheriff to allow the solicitor mot more 
than $10.50 for each misdemeanor case 
grosscuted to trial or plea of guilty. 

Solicitor O'Neill answered that the in- 
solver¥ costs due him for the month of 
September were $1,182.50, being made up 
of thirty-five reduced felpnies and gamb- 
ling cases of $30.50 each and eleven ordi- 
nary misdemeanor. 

Sheriff Nelms filed no answer and : Pe 
ease was taken into the courts against 
the solicitor.

Dr. W. H. Felton and his wife were 


| warmly welcomed by a legion of friends 


during their brief visit to Atlanta a few 
days 2g0. 

The doctor was here Im the interests of 
his alma mater, the University of Geor- 
gia, and the occas‘on was the election 
of a chancellor. 

As his friends expected, the old man 
eloyguent was full of enthusiasm and en- 
ergy, and his splendid work was a reve- 
lation to some of the younger men, who 
were under the Impression that he had 
lost his active interest in public affairs. 

Standing in the twilight of the clvsing 
century, the earnest tribune of the people 
looked forward through the shadows and 
mists of the intervening years to the 
Greater Georgia which is preparing to 
take her place in the front rank of her 
sister states in the near future.

In his “History of Georgia” 
Isaac W. Avéry thua descr.bed the 
vulsion in the seventh: 

“Some several weeks before tie demo- 
crats held their nom Aaiing eerveniion, 
Dr. Felton had taken the field as an in- 
dependent democratic candidate, on the 
general ground of the-«trickery of the 
convention system, which, he argued, 
disappointed instead of enforoing§ the 
popular will. He was a tall, siender, 
gray-haired Methodist preacher, with a 
singularly effective elaguence and a very 
subtle power in reaching and controlling 
his hearers. The people of mountain sec- 
tions seem to have a natural proclivity 
to that loose wearing of political tram- 
mels that makes party independentism 
easy. It is a curious geographical fact 
that, in the seventh and ninth congres- 
sional districts, both mountain countries, 
the independents have been most active 
and successful. 

“Dr. Felton made @ steady 
His wife, a very comely lady, fearless, 
positive, managing, a born politician, a 
vigorous writer, and a tireless worker, 
gave him a wonderful co-operation. To- 
gether they inaugurated a revolution that 
swept the district, made it the focal 
battle field of the state, and planted in- 
dependentism in state politics for years 
fo come. The placid parson became the 
central figure of public matters,

The battle became hot- 
ter still. The schism grew, the rancor 
intensified, the struggle deepened in bit- 
terness. Outsiders who were invited to 
come in and take a hand were. warned 
off. The district seethed like the witches’ 
cauldron in ‘Macbeth.’ It was a red-hot 
time, full of accelerating fury. 


“Colonel Dabney was an irreproachable 
gentleman and a fine lawyer, able ‘and 
earnest. But Dr. Felton went for him. 
Dabney lacked personal magnetism and 
political strategy, and was not a match 
for Felton. His. hold on the people was 
something marvelous, and could not be 
Shaken. He inspired a tenacity of at- 
tachment in his followers, amounting to 
fanaticism. 

“He defeated Colonel Dabney by over 200 
majority. He ran agafn in 1875, and Colo- 
nel Dabney was pitted against him, and 
he got an increased majority running to 
2,462. The republican vote went solid for 

In 1878 George N. Lester was nom- 
inated, and made a lightning race, full‘of 
fire. But Felton came in again with a 
majority of 1,3f§ It looked like the par- 
son was invincible, and independentism 
supreme. 

“But Dr. Felton’s vietory over Colonel 
Lester closed his extraordinary series of 
successes, and in 1880 a sturdy, clear- 
headed, even-tempered young man, who 
had been first in the house of representa- 
tives and then in the senate from Walker 
county, entered the race and left the gal- 
lant parson behind. This sensible indi- 
vidual, Judson C. Clement, took a new 
tack. He would have no stock tn a per- 
sonal contest. He made a quiet elevated 
canvass, dignified, devoid of personality, 
soothing the aspegities of an angrv di- 
vision, and treating Dr. Felton and his 
followers with a uniform personal cour- 
tesv. and when the vote was counted, 
to the surprise of the state, and with 


ee 


somewhat of a shock to the parson, Clem- | 


ent was declared elected. 


The minority in the state gubernatorial 
convention in 1880 urged Dr. Felton to 
make the race against Governor Colquitt, 
assuring him of a strong support, but he 
declined, as he had promised his friends 
to be a candidate for re-election to con- 
gress. 

The correspondence was made public 
and the minority, who still claimed to be 
regular democrats felt the full foree of this 
Slap in the face from the leader of the 
independents. 

While in congress the doctor served his 
constituents and his state with splendid 
ability and fidelity. He made himself 
a conspicuous figure at the national cap- 
ital, and the leading newspapers of the 
country devoted a great deal of space to 
the great Georgian and his brilliant wife 

His people persuaded him to represent 
them in the lower house of the Georgia 
legislature in 1886-87, and in this body he 
was recognized as a leader. 

The doctor advocated prison reform with 
so much power that the lessees were 
driven to the wall, and it is not too much 
to say that he is entitled to the lions 
share of the credit for our present hu- 
mane penitentiary system. 


The debates growing out of the convict 
lease question were sometimes spirited 
and angry. In one of them Mr. Simmons, 
of Sumter, used an expression in regard 
to Dr. Felton which was offensive, and, 
in the opinion of many. insulting. 

When the doctor replied, the galleries 
were packed. The floor of the house was 
invaded, and people stood listening in 
the corridors. 

The veteran statesman from Bartow had 
fire in his eye, and his rasping voice was 
strong and clear. He began with as- 
Sumed calmness, and gradually warmed 
to his work. It was the hottest speech 
ever heard in the capitol, and was re- 
markable for its bitterness and invective. 

He did not spare Simmons, and proved 
himself a past master in the great arts 
of rifcule and denunciation. The speech 
was the sensation of the session, and it 
was the topic of discussion evervwhere. 

What could Simmons do under the cir- 
cumstances? He could not very well con- 
tinue to make personal attacks upon an 
old and infirm man who evidently hau the 
sympathy of the people with him. 

The representative from Sumter made 
a speech in reply, but he did not care to 
press the matter, and was evitently wil- 
ling to turn his attention to other sub- 
jects after this exciting tilt. 

_r. Felton was elect #i to the legisla- 
ture as a regular democrat. He claimed 
that he was one, and this provoked Sim- 
mons to remark that “he had frequently 
been a democrat.” 


In the legislature the doctor opposed the 
sale of the state road and advocated the 
present lease. 

He made very strong speeches against 
the proposed sale, and dared the legisia- 
ture to order the sale at a sacrifice of the 
people’s property. 

The temperance people hailed him as 
their ablest champion, and he rendered 
valuable aid to their cause. 

Whether on the platform, in the legis- 
lative halls, or conversing with a group 
of friends, the personal magnetism ef this 
man is overwhelming. In his old age his 
penetrating gaze, his ready speech, his 
unfailing memory, and the positive and 
aggressive expression of his will power 
attract eager listeners, and when he 
speaks he seems to renew his youth and 
draw from some inexhaustible fund of 
vitality. 

In person he ts tal} and slender, with a 
strong, thoughtful face. His gray eves 
are fearless and searching. Every line 
of his features tells the story of the strug- 
gles and battles of an active, restless in- 
tellect. Yet it is an attractive face. It 
inspires confidence. Anywhere in the 
world, in any crowd, Yr. Felton would be 
singled out as a man of distinction. 


Mrs. Felton is as well known as her 
famous husband. No woman in America 
is her superior in brains and energy. 

She makes an admirable wife for a 
statesman, and her memory and her scrap 
books centain vast libraries of political, 
historical and general information. 

Her frequent contributions to newspa- 
pers and magazines have been widely 
read, ‘and few writers are more dreaded 
in a controversy. She always has the 
facts. No matter what question comes 
up, Mrs. Felton’s scrapbooks will meet 
the emergency. 

She does not confine herself to politics. 
Her writings on literary, industrial, re- 
ligious and miscellaneous subjects are 
always interesting and instruclive. Some 
of her short sketches and stories are 
among the best that have been printed in 
many a day. If she had devoted herself 
to literature alone she would have made 
herself famous. Always bright and 
charming in her manner and conversation, 
she is a favorite in every circle, whether 
she visits a metropolis or takes a trip to 
the backwoods. 

The home life of the Feltons is ‘4e- 
scribed as an ideal existence by those wh» 
have known them longest. But there is 
no room for this feature in an articie 
which has already overrun its limits. As 
Stanton’s poem puts it: ‘‘Time’s up!’

A further advance was score? immedlate- 
ly tO 71\4c. A cool wave was sighted by 
the weather prophet in the far northwest, 
but, unheeding that, shorts rushed tv 
cover. The average maximum tempera- 
ture reported from South Dakota and 
Minnesota was 100 degrees. There were 
also reports of damage from rains in 
part of the west and southwest. The 
seaboard reported a good export busi- 
ness.

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}INDUSPRIALS HEAVY 


Helped To Hold Market Back During 
the Short Session. 


TRANSACTIONS VERY SMALL 
Bank Statement Brought Realizing 
in Which Some of the Standard 
Issues Suffered Most. 


New York, July 22.—Today’s stock mar- 
ket Was an important, even an insignifi- 
Cant affair. London manifested some con- 
tinued interest in American securities, 
marking up prices rather above the point 
reached on this side even on the open- 
ing rise. The opening advance here 
quickly succumbed to the sympathetic in- 
fluence of a reaction in Sugar, which 
lost. something over a point. Heaviness 
in a few other industrials helped to hold 
back the market. But the bears were 
not more disposed to operate than the 
bulls, and the market suspended near 
last night’s level. The bank statement 
brought a realizing movement which car- 
ried prices off in some cases a point from 
the best, Rock Island and a few other 
stocks which have been gong up for 
several days being most affected. The 
offerings were well absorbed, and the 
short session ended with quotations not 
far from last night's prices. The op- 
pressive heat prevailing had something 
to do with the extreme lassitude of the 
trading. The American Linseed Oil and 
Iowa Central stockg showed good ad- 
vances in prices, and the Fort Worth ard 
Denver City first -mortgage bonds rose 
1% on the acquirement of trackage rights 
between Denver and Pueblo from the 
Atchison by the Colorado and Southern, 
which controls the Texas road. The bank 
Statement showed the surplus reserve 
increased by reason of a contraction in 
loans, as Was expected, but the loss of 
over a million in cash was a disappoint- 
ment. In view of the low prevailing 
rates for money at interior centers it 
was expected that funds would have been 
attracted to New York during the week, 
but no such movement is reflected in the 
bank statement. The continued high 
rate of sterling exchange causes some 
anxiety, as well as bewilderment, in 
View of tha lower discount rates in 
London and the well-marked disposition 
of London to buy stocks in New York 
in the last few days. The sterling rate 
has only yielded a fraction and stil} hov- 
ers within a cent of the gold export point. 

Net changes in prices of stocks for 
for the week are mostly small. and show 
both gains and losses. There were some 
sharp losses in the early part of the 
week's business of the year. Even deal- 
ings by professional operators had drop- 
ped t6 a minimum. Looking back over 
a period of a month it ig easy to dis- 
cern that the best judges! failed to cor- 
rectly estimate the world's needs for 
money, and the release of large sums 
which was confidently expected after 
July, has been successively delayed from 
day to day and from week to week. Large 
loans were repaid to the Bank of Eng- 
land in the first days of July, but be- 
fore the week was over the market was 
again a borrower from the bank, and 
has been ever since at rates% up to 4% 
per cent, aS against the bank's official 
minimum of 3% per cent. Only in the 
last three days has there been any 
marked relaxation in money stringency 
at the British capital. It has been ob- 
vioug, as the situation developed. that 
London and the continent were going to 
be more dependent on the United States 
for relief than was contemplated. and the 
continued hardness of money there has 
aroused doubt as to the availabilitv of 
that relief. The situation is econclu- 
sive evidence of the continued strong 
influence of America in the money mar- 
kets of the world. The industrial activi- 
ty in Germany, especially in iron and 
steel and the speculation on the Berlin 
boerse, have kept money high at 
Berlin. In Great Britain, itself, there 
have been expanding trade and interior 
demand for money which has been count- 
ed upon, and a call for a portion of the 
Japanese loan pin¢hed the London market. 
In the face of these conditions, when 
London saw the money rate in New York 
holding high and very slow to yield, ‘the 
speculation in se@urities came to a stand- 
still, not only in London, but on the con- 
tinent and in New York. The tardiness 
wit@ which the money paid out in divi- 
dends and interest on July Ist has reap- 
peared in New York bank deposits, while 
it delayed relief, is evidence of the wide- 
spread distribution of securities. Several 
large financial transactions have tnade 
demands on New York banks, including 
the flotation of the tube combination, 
temporary loans to the New York city 
government and the Mexican loan. The 
unexampled activitv in all branches of 
business and industry makes use of the 
light funds at interior points, which would 
otherwise find their way into New York 
banking depositis, but which only a high 
rate for money in New York now serves 
to attract. Nevertheless, the high class 
bonds, railroad, state and municipal, con- 
tinue at record figures, and capital is 
evidently abundant as never before. The 
conservative element views with equanim- 
ity the future to arouse a rampant spec- 
ulation in securities, and holders are ap- 
parently well satisfied to holé at present 
prices. The street railroad strikes in the 
Brooklyn and Manhattan boroughs of 
New York aroused some anxiety as a pos- 
sible symptom of general unrest among 
wage earners. Ths has been an import- 
ant factor in discouraging active opera- 
tions in the stock market, while many 
favorable conditions seemed to presage 
that rise in prices.

The institutions, however, 
cording to their current statement, 
$1,649,100 cash, and for this reason 
increase in surplus reserve was 
$1,356,850. which brings present holdings 
$12,055,600 above legal requirements. ‘The 
decrease in loans was nearly $9,000,000. 
In the last three weeks the banks have 
contracted outstanding loan obligations 
no less than $26,000,000. In the same time 
the depoists have been decreased neariy 
$27,000,000, while the cash in banks has 
remained stationary. It will be seen that 
the reserves have ‘been strengthened at 
the expense of outstanding commitments, 
and the procese does not appear to have 
reached an end as yet. There is no ques- 
tion, however, that the banks are now 
gaining cash, even if the statement does 
indicate otherwise. The Known opera- 
tions of money last week were decidedly 
in favor of the institutions, the loss of 
$750,000 to the treasury having been offset 
by the gain of something like $2,000,000 to 
the interior. The current exhibit does 
not reflect this, but it is to be said that 
the losses shown can be traced to two or 
three large banks, the remaining mem- 
bers having really strengthened their po- 
sitions.

America learn to love each other as 
brothers. Nothing could be better for the 
cultivation of friendship between the two 
countries,’ 

Mr. Wendell, who followed. said he 
must take tissue with the ambassador iu 
describing America as a beaten nation. 

“It is possible to place us on our backs.”"’ 
Said Mr. Wendell, ‘‘but it is hard to hold 
us down. I hope to see Oxford and Cam- 
bridge in America. and that we shall have 
a yearly opportunity of retrieving our 
laurels.”’

NOW HOLD SEVERAL FINE PRIZES 


Men Have Been Practicing Hard for 

Some Time and Expect To Bring 

. Back Trophies. 

Savannah, Ga. July 21.—(Special.)- The 
programme for the 1899 meeting of the 
New Jersey State Rifle Association has 
been received at Savannah. The mem- 
bers of the team that is practicing for 
the events are inspecting the programms 
with great interest, as there are a few 
changes adopted for the meeting this 
vear with which they wish to become 
thoroughly familiar while engaged in 
practice and before leaving for the scene 
of action. 

The crack shots of Savannah, who have 
always had the reputation of being the 
very best Georgia or the whole country 
could produce, afte watching the reports 
of the great shooting the members of the 
Atlanta troop, the Governor's Horse 
Guards, are doing with considerable 
alarm. They fear their laurels are in 
danger, and there is quite a chance, they 
think, that some of the Savannahians 
mav be thrown off the team to represent 
Georgia at the matches and Atlantians 
substituted. 

It is reported that the Atlanta team 
purposes coming to Savannah to attend 
the meet here. That has not been de- 
clared off. but it is tacitly admitted to 
be. The inspector general of rifle prac- 
tice, Colonel George 7, Cana, could not 
manage to have the state defray the ex- 
penses of the teams he expected would be 
sent here frorft al) over the state, and 
consequently, there will be none sent. Ar- 
rangements for the entertainment of none 
have been made, nor has word direct 
been received that it is the purpose ol 
any command, or its wish, to send a 
team whose expenses the state will not 
meet. 

Savannah's range is by far the best 
anywhere in this section, being jocated on 
perfectly level ground, having unusually 
high banks and perfect electrical arrange-

most effective patterns. 
work has been done on the range recently 
by the government, many of the soldiers 
of the volunteer troops, while encamped 
near here, having overrun it and wrought 
considerable havoc. The depot quarter- 
master appreciated the justice of the 
Rifle Range Association's claim and read- 
ilv did all in his power to get it through. 
He was successful, and the range Is in 
an even better condition now than be- 
fore. 

The Savannah team will leave for Sea 
Girt the latter part of August. Captain 
W. W. Williamson, the captain of the 
team, has already gone on, but will join 
the team at Sea Girt. Colonel Jordan I, 
Brooks, the team’s vice captain, is here 
in charge of it and its practices. He 
will accompany the riflemen to Sea Girt 
and wil) there turn over the leadership 
to Captain Williamson. It is expected 
there will be some eighteen men to con- 
stitute the team sent on from Savan- 
nah. They have not yet been selected, 
however, and it is possible the number 
may be either increased or diminished, 

Year before last, when the Savannah 
team was last at Sea Girt, there were 
some twenty-two members. That number 
practiced diligently for the honor of be- 
ing selected as members of the team, 
and when the time came to make a 
choice, the officers decided to take them 
all. It is said that this year the same 
rule will not be followed. It is under- 
stood the seven or eight of the men who 
have entered ardently into the spirit of 
the thing and devoted many afternoons 
to practice will not be taken, as their 
shooting does not come up to the high 
standard that has been set by such men 
as W. G. Austin, Cheatham Wilson, C. S. 
Richomond, George T. Cann and J. C. 
Postell. No fears are entertained of 
Georgia's ability to take away all the 
prizes for which she competes. For a 
time it was thought that was a matter of 
doubt, but that doubt has been dispelled 
by the new ammunition that has been se- 
cured. The Sea Girt Association has 
taken off the restriction about only gov- 
ernmental ammunition being allowed. The 
old stuff loaded in 1887 that has been 
used will therefore give place to other 
and newer ammunition, and the mem- 
bers of the team are confident that they 
can make decent soores., While they 
were practicing with the old cartridges 
they were continually worried on account 
of its being so unreliable. The marks- 
men could never tell where their shots 
would land. Even though the gun were 
held: on the same spot, one bullet might 
strike several feet from where the last 
landed. : 

They Hold Trophies. 

Several of the team prizes of Sea Girt 
are held in Savannah, and the team would 
be loath to part with them. There is 
the Hilton trophy and the “Soldier of 
Marathon.” Both are splendid in size and 
workmanship, the value of the Hilton 
trophy being $3,000. Everything possi- 
ble will be done to have them bide with 
Savannah. Several other team and in- 
dividual prizes are here. 

The Sea Girt contests will take place 
from September 4th to September 9th, 
inclusive. Among the range officers this 
year will bé Colonel Cann, inspector gen- 
eral of rifle practice Georgia volunteers, 
and Captain J. C. Postell, Inspector of 
rifle practice First cavalry. The general 
regulations for this year do not differ 
from those in the past except as to 
targets. In all matches the targets used 
will be thow: prescribed in Blount’s fir- 
ing regulations. They will do away en- 
tirely with silhouette figures, the regu- 
lation target being much more difficult 
to make the best scores on. The arm to 
be used by all the national guardsmen 
who assemble for the contests is the 
Springfield irifle, caliber .43. Twenty new 
rifles of this kind have just Been re- 
ceived by the team, 

Uniform ammunition will be used. 

The New Jersey Rifle Association has 
purchased sufficient ammunition from the 
state of New Jersey and has set it aside 
for use in certain matches.. It can be 
purchased at the range by team captains 
at $20 per 1,000 rounds, or will be ex- 
changed for service ammunition. The 
ammunition will not be sold until the 
beginning of the match for which jit is 
to be used and to promote perfect fair- 
ness at the commencement of firing at 
each match sufficient boxes will be taken 
from the magazine and the team cap- 
tains will draw by lot.for enough pack- 
ages to supply the members of the téanis 
for pool shots and shots in the competi- 
tion about to begin. 

All the old matches will be shot for 
again, and, in addition, many new ones 
have been added. Among the latter is the 
winchester match, open to everybody, at 
8) yards. Any military rifle with plain 
sight can be employed and the entrance 
fee is $1. There are five prizes, the first 
being a winchester .30 caliber United 
States army musket.

MRS. FULLER WAS 
GIYEN NEW TRIAL 


Decision in Her Favor Handed Down 
by Supreme Court. 


IT WAS INTERESTING CASE 


Sensational Features Were Sprung 
in Connection with the Trial. 


ROBERTS WAS FIRED UPON IN A FEUD

Attorney Rube Arnold Intimated 
That His Client Would Not Get 
Justice in the County. 


Mrs. Eddie G. Fuller was allowed a 
new trial yesterday by the supreme court 
for divorce against her husband, C. G. 
Fuller. The decision, handed down by 
the higher court, reversed that of the 
Clayton superior court, which dented 
the plaintiff a new trial., 

The trial was held in September of last 
year and at that time a verdict was ren- 
dered in favor of the defendant. Mrs. 
Fuller immediately made a motion for a 
new trial, which was denied, and her at- 
torney then filed a bill of exceptions and 
the case went up to the supreme court. 

Tho features incidental to the suit were 
of an interesting character and during 
the trial considerable feeling was evinced 
by parties interested. It was during the 
trial in the superior eourt in Clayton 
county that Attorney Rube Arnold, rep- 
resenting Mrs. Fuller, gave out a letter 
to the press of the city in which he in- 
timated that his client would not be able 
to get justice in that county. 

This was one of the sensations which 
developed and another was sprung when 
M. L. Roberts, one of the parties drawn 
into the case, was shot at by Fuller. 
Roberts claimed that he was walking 
through one of his fields when he was 
fired upon and looking back saw Fuller 
standing behind a fence with a smoking 
shotgun in his hands. 

Roberts claimed that after being shot 
he ran up the road to the house of a ne- 
gro farm hand to get his own gun and 
that when he aid find it and returned to 
the place of the shooting, he was unable 
to find Fuller. Roberts was not se- 
riously wounded and rapidly récovered 
from the effects of the shots which en- 
tered the side of his face and neck 
The shooting occurred near Morrow's 
station, at which place Roberts owned 
considerable property. Fuller claimed that 
he objected to Roberts kissing his hand 
to one of the Fuller children and while 
it was generally conceded that he did the 
shooting, no action was taken in the mat- 
ter. 

When the suit for divorce was instl- 
tuted. Fuller filed a counter sult alleging 
as grounds that his wife was too familiar 
with Roberts, on whose place they lived 
and that when he asked his wife to :eave, 
she refused to do so. He said further 
that Mrs. Fuller was in the habit of 
calling him hard names and appeared 
to show fondness for Roberts's company, 
to the exclusion of his own, 

He asked that she not be allowed a to- 


_tai divorce, but that he be granted one 


on the grounds set forth in his petition. 

Mrs. Fuller said in her petition that 
they had been married since 1880 and up 
to eight years ago had lived together 
amicably. She claimed that during the 
past eight years he had neglected and 
abused her and indulged In intoxicating 
liquors to excess. She alleged that while 
he was intoxicated he was in the habit 
of threatening her life. 

Her further assertions were that he 
did not provide for her wants, hut on the 
contrary used what money she could 
make for his own pleasures. A verdict 
in favor of the defendant was found by 
the superior court of Clayton county, 
dd .ue motion for a new trial, made by 

-s. Fuller, was denied. 

*. the meantime, it is understood, that 
all parties have settled their uifferences 
and that it is highly probably that no 
effort will be made to carry* on the case 
any longer.

The Atlanta 
Woman’s Co-operative 


Association 
The idea of a Woman's Co-operative 
Home for Atlanta was suggested to the 
public in the early spring, and Atlanta 
women, with their characteristic eager- 
ness to support and advance any philan- 
thropic purpose that would, in its accom- 
plishment mean relief to the unfortunate 
among us, responded willingly to the call 
for their assistance in launching the vent- 
ure. The meetings of the Association 
formed among them, through which to 
conduct this institution, were attended by 
a phenomenally large representation of 
charitable women, and the generous gifts 
they secured for the new enterprise ena- 
bled them in a-‘short time to materialize 
their thoughtful plans. The Woman's Co- 
operative Home has been open for occu- 
pation not quite three months; its un- 
questionable success during that time pre- 
dicts for it future increase of prosperity. 


Ajthough the novelty of the institution 
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and freshness, suggests the smoothness 
and excellence of management that per- 
vades the institution, from the well-reg- 
ulated kitchen work to the orderly execu- 
tion of the Lusiness affairs conducted by 
the association, through which the home 
is operated. 

The halls and parlors are neat and 
comfortable, with furniture donated by 
various business houses and by members 
of the association; the bedrooms are pleas- 
ant and cool, with papered walls, shining 
floors that betray frequent contact with 
soap and water, and neatly covered iron 
beds: the dining room is an agreeable 
apartment, large, airy and scrupulously 
well kept, while the kitchen is in order at 
all times to receive the inspection of visi- 
tors interested in the conduct of the es- 
tablishment. 

Once a week a meeting of the eligibility 
committee is held in the parlor of the 
home, that the ladies to whom this work 
is assigned may consider the applications 
for admission to the home which have 
been submitted during the week. The 
only inmates occupying the rogms are

board elsewhere, and old women who are 
no longer able to work. Transients—that 
is. women who are in the city for only 
a short tiffe and cannot afford hotel 
rates, or desire safety and quiet—are given 
the privileges of the home at increased 
rates. These transients occupy the va- 
cant memorial rooms for old ladies, apart- 
ments furnished by individual members of 
the association, to whom is given’ the 
privilege of placing in these rooms the 


inmates they may select, after their ap- 
Plication has Léeén approved by the eligi- 


bility committee. 

The majority of the rooms for regular 
boarders are constantly occupied and the 
dining tables are, as a,rule, well filled, 
the cheap rates for the excellent meals 
furnished attracting many customers be- 
sides those domiciled tn the establishment. 

The two old ladles at present inmates 
of the home are called the ‘‘babies,’’ be- 
Cause they are so much petted by the 
younger boarders. One being seventy-two 
and the other over eighty, it would nat- 
urally be supposed that they are quite a 
care, but the superintendent declares that 
as a rule they are very easily satisfied. 
For several weeks the first old lady who 
came to the home refused to leave her 
room for the dining room at meal time 
and the superintendent found it necessary 
to take her meals to her room; but she 
was finally persuaded to go downstairs, 
and now, in addition, walks down the 
street every afternoon for a little recrea- 
tion. She is somewhat jealous of the 
second old lady, sincé she must now 
share with the latter the attentions 
which were formerly lavished only upon 
herself. But as yet there is peace. Were 
there a large community of old women 
they would probably be much more trou- 
blesome, since these oLjects of charity are 
always the most discontented. 

Connected with the home as a part of 
it fs an exchange for woman's work 
to which there are about twenty contribu- 
tors. Each of these consigners is giv- 
en a number when she states the par- 
ticular articles for which she desires to 
find a market, and this number is at- 
tached to everything of her manufacture 
that is sold, that if some article is 
especially pleasing to the purchaser, he 
will know upon what consignee he pre- 
fers to bestow patronage afterwards. 

There is much fine needlework 
many excellent dishes of which the 
change makes a specialty, and its 
ceipts have been gratifyingly large. Many 
housekeepers are strongly dependent on 
this exchange, because they have learned 
to appreciate the economy in money and 
labor that is meant by reliance upon ft;

VALERIA LAMAR M:LAREN, 
New President of 
international Council 


In an interview with the London cor- 
respondent of The New York Journal, 
Mrs. May Wright Sewall, president of 
the International Council of Women, dls- 
cussed the recent council held jn London 
as follows: 

“Since the women's congress our en- 
Eagements have averaged about nine ani 
ahalfa day. We accept all those which 
bear directly or indirectly upon the work 
wich has brought us over here, but we 
have had to refuse many most delightful 
invitations because ine days and nights 
are not long enough for us to do all we 
would like. 

“On Thursday. all those American wo- 
men who came here as delegates to the 
congress formed a delegation, headed by 
myself, to call on Ambassador Choate. 
We had a most delightful afternoon, for 
his name ts one to conjure with for 
Wit in convcrsation ana for happy phrase- 
making. 

“Then the Foreign Press .Association of 
London has invited us to a conversazione 
at the Salisbury hotel today, convened ex- 
presly to get the views of its women re- 
Earuing the va.ue of the women’s con- 
gress just concluaed. Its president is a 
Russian, Monsieur de Wesselitzby. Thurs- 
day next the duke and duchess of Suth- 
erland give a reception to the Anglo- 
«american league to which we are espe- 
cially invited. 

“But you would like to .ear how far 
our internationa. woman’s work has pro- 
gressed. Well, since the council adjourn- 
ed there have been threc meetings of tha 
new execuWve committee. The first was 
entirely formal, and included the differen( 
fifty-seven representa- 
tives from twenty-one countries. It was 
the most interesting and profitable of al] 
the meetings we have had, .ecause in 
opportunity was given to each representa- 
itive to say what was the position of wo- 
'men's work in her country, and what she 
‘considered to be the tmmediate need of 
the future. 

Iwo formal separate meetings of the 
new executive committee followed, those 
present including myself as _ president, 
Lady Aberdeen as vice president, Frau 
Scherwin, of Germany, as treasurer; Mme. 
Vidart, of Switzerland, as corresponding 
Secretary, and the president of each na- 
tauuai council of ten countries. 

“At these two meetings three most im- 
portant decisions were arrived at, having 
reference to the standing committees. The 
first standing committee is to be on inter- 
national peace and arbitration, with its 
headquarters in London, and Lady Aber- 
deen as chairman, supported by one rep- 
resentative from eacn country affillated 
with the international council. The sec- 
‘ond committee \qiil be an international 
of the press, with its head- 
quarters in Washington. Mrs. Ida Husted 
diarper, of the United States, was elected 
its charman. ‘the third standing com- 
‘mittee will deal with all laws concerning 
domestic relations. l1its chairman will be 
nominated by the German national coun- 
cil, its headquarters being in Berlin. 

“Another important decision reached 
Was that we should accept the invitation 
tendered by the honorary representatives 
ot Krance to our international council, 
asking us to have representation upon 
two universal congresses to be held dur- 
ing the Paris exnibition of mext year. 
besides this, the three standing commit- 
tees 1 Nave mentioned will each have con- 
tinuous representation in Paris during the 
exposition. 

“tlereatter, or at any rate until the next 
quinquennial gathering, therg will un- 
doubtedly be annual meetings of the in- 
ternational executive committee. The 
meeting of next year will be held in Paris. 
So far a national council has not been

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The Old Forty-Second. 

The reunion of the old Forty-second 

Georgia regiment at Social Circle yes- 
terday was important from the fact 
that it again made its assertion of 
having captured the celebrated DeGress 
battery in the famous battle of July 
22, 1864. 
As incidents of historic note re ede 
from us, facts are apt to become con- 
fused, and amid the rival claims for 
honors won ‘injustice is apt to be done 
toward those who really deserve (nem. 
‘Not only was the battle of July 22d an 
Atlanta affair, but it was a regiment 
whose commanding officers have for 
thirty-five years been leading and re- 
sponsible citizens of this city which 
bore the brunt of the day, and by its 
heroic capture of the dangerous federal 
battery, won the respect of the foe 
which was pressing upon US. 

Since that time other gallant con- 
federate regiments have laid claim to 
this capture, and it has become neces- 
gary to establish the truth of history. 
In his speech before his old comrades 
yesterday Colonel ‘Thomas treated the 
matter exhaustively and proved by 
living. witnesses as well as dead, that 
the honor for this special work belongs 
to the Forty-second. The basis of 
other claims is probably the capture 
of some other battery, but the DeGress 
guns fell into the hands of our Atlan- 
ta veterans, and so the truth of his- 
tory must decide.

Our South American Commerce. 
The subject of our South American 

commerce is just now being studied 

Out by the consular service, 

Consul Hill ‘rom Santos, un- 
der date of April 18, 1899, tables show- 
ing the trade of the United States with 
the various South American countries 
during the ten years. There has 
been during the decade, comments Mr. 
Hiili, a steady decline in our imports 
from South America in values and 
quantities; for, with thé single excep- 
tion of coffee, the staples constitut- 
ing our imports from that section (in- 
dia rubber, wool. sugar, hides, etc.) 
are higher in price today than they 
were ten vears ago. Coffee, which has 
greatly increased in quantity, has fall- 
en tremendously in value. 

The most notable expansion in our 
export trade during the last ten years, 
adds the consul, has been with Europe: 
but there has been a ereater increase 
With everv part of the world than with 
South America.

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Organizing Against Trusts. 

Governor Sayers, of Texas, has itsti- 
tuted a relentless crusade against the 
trusts, and proposes to hold a conven- 
tion of governors and representative 
Americans on September 20th, next, to 
protest against the further extension 
of their territory and to concert meas- 
ures for the loosening of the fetters 
which they have thrown around the 
commercial and laboring element of 
the country. He has received encour- 
agement from many governors in the 
United States, and others to whom he 
has addressed a plea for co-operation 
have intimated their desire to partict- 
pate in this bloodless and righteous 
war, 

One of the clearest expositions of the 
evils of monopoly, and of the whole- 
sale manner in which it will have to 
be combatted, is that given by Attor- 
ney General David M. Campbell, of 
Colorado.

The 
municipal officers are extremely independ- 
ent of the central government.

The authorities there resisted 
the attempts to suppress the “‘sport’’ and 
eventually the government was compelled 
to abandon jts efforts.

Fathe> of Postal Savings Bank. 


One hundred years ago the first savings 
bank was established in England. In 1861, 
at the suggestion of Mr. Charles W. 
Sikes, savings banks were made a part 
of the postal department of Great Britain. 
Postal savings banks have since then 
been opened by most of the European 
countrtes, and their establishment in. this 
country has been urged by a number of 
postmaster generals. In the United King- 
dom the number of depositors in the potal 
banks 6,862,000, and the total amount 
of money on deposit is $426,000,000. In the 
number of depositors at postal banks Italy 
stands second, with 3,000,000, though the 
total amount of deposits is only $89,000,000. 
Of savings banks others than those con- 
nected with the postal department Great 
Britain has 239, with 1,527,000 depositors 
and total deposits of $235,830,000. In France 
there are 6,630,000 depositors, 5 banks and 
total deposits of 3632,800,000. In Russia 
there are 861 savings banks outside of the 
postal department, 1,870,000 depositors, and 
deposits of  3198,000, 000, In the United 
States there are 979 savings banks, with 
5,385,000 depositors and deposits amounting 
to $2,066, 000,000.

Dr. Smith made the following state-

Judging from his statements, however, 
there was some poison in the melon 
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and it must have been arsenic, be- 
cause this drug produces terrible nau- 
sea and griping of the bowels. It is 
also tasteless, and that is the ceason, 
perhaps, that Mr. Straton did not no- 
tice its presence in the melon before 
he did. It is fortunate that he ate 
but little, and that he succeeded in 
vomiting. 

Mr. Straton was also seen yesterday and 
he made substantially the same state- 
ment as Mr. Monteith. He declared he 
knew no one that would attempt to kill 
him in such a manner, and the whole af- 
fair was a mystery to him. He says the 
melon was undoubtedly polsoned.

| Renewed Activity Throughout the Belt 
in Georgia. 


RICH NUGGETS FROM LAND 


Colonel Reaves Has a Remarkable 
Property in White County. 


LUMPKIN IS FEELING A NEW BOOM 


Consolidated Company Is Very Busy 
in Its Purchases—Englishmen 


Coming Back Next Month. 


Interest in gold mining in Georgia is on 
the increase. There is no doubt that 
the revival has arrived. 

For past years interest in mining for 
the yellow metal has flagged in this sec- 
tion. In 1897 there was general activity. 
The following year many prospectors 
came and there was a great deal of work. 
But last year the war came and the gold 
belt was quiet. This spring interest re- 
vived and the gold field is again lively. 

Enough miners were here last week to 
have held a convention. Colonel Rufus 
Reaves, owner of the Land mine in 
White county, came over from Athens 
for a day or two. He will go to White 
this weck for the clean up. Every Geor- 
gian who comes to Atlanta ought to go 
to the capitol and see the specimens of 
nuggets!’ and gold which were taken out 
of the Land mine. The people have no 
idea what their state has produced and 
can produce in the way of gold unless 
they go to the capitol and inspect that 
display of gold just as it was taken out 
of the earth. A sight of it gives a Geor- 
gian a broader idea that he has ever had 
before of the richness of his state. 

The nuggets are worth from $10 to $100 
apiece. There is not a display in Ameri- 
ca that can equal it. Then this gold 


from the Land is peculiar in fhat it is 
crystallized differently from any other 
found in the United States except at one 
place, Cripple Creek, in Colorado. It re- 
sembles wire and is commonly known as 
‘‘wire gold.’”’” A seam was found:a few 
weeks ago In the rocks filled with this 
wire gold. There is a handful of it in 
the cabinet at the capitol. 

Captain Reaves has taken out more 
than $5,000 to the acre just washing it 
out in a crude way and he estimates that 
he has lost at least twice that much. He 
has seventy-five acres of virgin placer 
yet to work, to say nothing of the vein 
matter.

over on his way to Chicago. He has re- 
cently bought the Bigby property, in 
Lumpkin county, and he had half a tin cup 
full of coarse gold. There was not a piece 
in it smaller than a grain of wheat. All 
of it came from the Ssigby. The gold 
looked very much like that which comes 
from ithe Klondike, though the latter is 
more brassy and black in appearance. 

Mr. Jaquish has just taken a promising 
prospect in Hall county, two or three miles 
from the McClusky. He is greatly 
pleased with the ore which assayed $17 uw 
ton from the surface. 

The Dahlonega Consolidated Cc ompany is 
working a large force of men on the 
Wahl properties. Dahlonega has not seen 
such activity in years. This is the com- 
pany which has ordered 120 stamps to be 
erected on the Hand mine. According to 
the report from Lumpkin, this company 
will put up its mill and chlorination plant 
first and develop later. This method 
has been tried a good many times before. 

A chlorination plant co do custom work 
oughi to be the making of the Dahlonega 
district. Millions have been taken from 
the hills and the streams of Lumpkin and 
the county prides itself on its gold pro- 
duction. For every dollar saved in the 
past there are $100 in the sulphide ore 
awditing intelligent mining, milling, con- 
centration and chlorination. If there is 
a Frue Vanner in all Lumpkin county, l 
would not know where to look for it. 
From the day that Judge W. W. Murray 
revealed to me the formation around Dah- 
lenega and | saw the methods used, I 
have been preaching deep mining, con- 
centraSion and  chioritnation.

Christian- 
ity has robed itself in the great poems 
and masterpieces of the world’s think- 
ers, Christ presents in the Sermon on the 
Mount and the story of the Lost Son, 
that which is most masterful aid con- 
summate in all the world of letters. Christ 
is among the poets. How perfect the 
Structure. how faultless the note, how 
Stately the rythm of His utterances! 
Read the Fourth Gospel. 

But ome away from the scriptures and 
beyond the Greek and Latin fathers in 
whose systems and hymns Christ dwells 
so richly, and take up the world’s great 
books. The literature of Christendom is 
Christian. Here is Dante, “‘the spokes- 
man of ten silent centuries,’’ first if not 
greatest name in Christian literature. 
“The Divine Comedy” is profoundly Chris- 
tian, a word which has its errors, yet 
speaks like the great cathedrals of the 
aspirations of the soul after God. 

And from Dante on, what a host! How 
marvelous the sweep of Christian thought! 
What destruction of the world’s treasures

Who is master in this great realm? 
Who, if he never wrote a book, is the 
highest thought in all books? Who sways 
in all human thinking, as in all the li- 
braries of the world, the supreme scepter? 
Who, but this same Jesus born in Naza- 
reth, crucified at Jerusalem, seated at 
the right hand of God? 

No man can rob Jesus of this crown. 
He awoke the world’s thoughts and it 
has never slept since. The principles of 
His religion have projected themselve: 
into the civilization of this age with 
the fixedness with which a _ continent 
thrusts itself into the sea. Men will go, 
mud huts of bigotry be swallowed up in 
the mighty cataclysm of human prog- 
ress, but Jesus wil: stand, and His churecn, 
founded upon a rock, rise serenely above 
the floods. The truth as it is in Jesus 
is all-conquering. We ought to take up 
the name Jesus and pass it like the cry 
of fire through our streets. We shonld 
say to the nations, to tRe ages: ‘Behold 
the man!” “What thina ye of Christ?’ 
We should rest not until the kingdoms 
of this world becomes the kingdom of 
our Lord and of His Christ. 

Finally. see the mastery of Jesus in the 
individual life. ‘“‘One is your master;” 
your master. There !s no need of any 
other dominion. 

Jesus is an individualist. His central 
doctrine of humanity is the Infinite worth 
of the single soul. The shepherd goes 
after the one lost sheep. The woman 
sweeps the h&Wise to find the one bit of 
monéy. The «¢«@in of the whole world is 
nothing if a §@an loses his own : 

esus saves n@n one at the time. 
chooses His disciples singly. ‘‘He calleth 
His sheep by name and leadeth them 
out.’’ And this personal method of Je- 
sus has been taken up in modern history 
and the new value of the individual be- 
comes the key of modern thought. 

The Kingdom of Christ is within you. 
The Master enters the individual soul 
and enthrones himself, dominates its pas- 
sions, sways its impulses, pacifies its 
conelence, control its actions, transforms 
it into the moral likeness of the Most 
High. Thus He has taken possession of 
millions. Jesus today, Jesus in this life, 
Jesus in the individual man or Woman, 

walking the streets in the person 
His people, this is the incarnation 
which the world now needs. 

Let Him be master. Whatever ycur 
business, your ambition, your plans or 
powers or purposes or passions, let the 
spirit within you be met and controlled, 
suffused and sanctified by the spirit of 
Christ. Let Him lay hold upon your man- 
hood, your womanhood and mold and 
fashion it, develop and train it, perfect 
and crown it. Let your cry never be that 
of the Jewaes before Pilate, “‘Not this 
man, but Barabbas!"" but renouncing 
whatever comes in competition with ifim, 
ever ready to exclaim, “‘Not Barabbas, 
the robber of the soul's joy, of the soul's 
life, but Jesus!"" Let Him be master. 
Not the human Christ, nor even the his- 
toric Christ, the subjective Christ, the es- 
sential Christ, the larger Christ of man's 
imagination, but the personal Christ, the 
New Testament Christ, the risen, ascend- 
ed, glorified Christ; Jesue the (‘hrist, the 
Son of God and the Savior of the world. 

Jesus, what music! Jesus, what exccea- 
Ing sweetness and light! Jesus, what joy 
and life and love, filling the air with 
odors, irradiating the mind with truth. 
soothing the heart with balm! Jesus, 
“Chief among ten thousand and alto- 
gether lovely.’’ Jesus, answer tv all our 
doubts, spring of all our courage. earn- 
est of all our hopés, remedy for all our 
weakness, supply of all our wants, ful- 
ness of all our desires. Jesus, whom to 
know is I‘fe eternal; whom to see is to 
behold the deep opening from Egypt's 
freedom’s shore, to see the waters gush 
full] and sparkling from the desert rock, 
to look upon the serpent gleaming on the 
pole in the dying cump. Jesus, to see 
whcse face is to see the light of the 
glory of God beaming upon us. Jesus, 
melody to our ears, manna to our tasie, 
living water to our thirst, shadow from 
the heat, refuge from the storm, pillar 
of fire by night.

HANDLING THB CROWDS.

One of the latest papers to appear in the 
amateur field is The Scribe. It is edited 
by Franklyn Wedge, and the issue for 
June is replete with unusually good con- 
tributions by amateur writers. ‘Original- 
ity,’’ by Wililiam H. Greenfield, deserves 
to be quoted. 

In part his articles is as follows: 

“Originality as a creation is a fallacy: 
as an evolutionary germ, growing by the 
attractive and repellant forces of unseen 
and active agencies into an entity, it is 
an acknowledged power. All may possess 
this royal privilege to a greater or lesser 
extent; inaction will dwarf it, cultivation 
will improve it. Those that possess orig- 
inality in the manner in which we are ac- 
customed to speak of it, that is, as an 
evolutionary germs, are the most success- 
ful in all branches of the arts and trades 
that exist. Many ideas are simply prop- 
er plagiarisms in the cause of advance- 
ment, The mechanic, artist, sculpter and 
writer derived, mayhaps by unconscious 
mental absorption, Lenefits from: others. 
Their work, no matter how magnificent or 
incomparable, may be, and inviriably is, 
the polished evolution of something more 
crude and coarse. 

“Competitive vycles have swung into 
leaden gloom and competitive chiliads are 
before us, so it must be a survival of the 
fittest. Every one puts forth his best ex- 
ertions and if the inherent creative fac- 
ulties to respond to the imperative de- 
mand of an exigent moment, the embell- 
ishing of an old idea, discovery or theory 
is the natural sequence.

GOOD TRAPS FOR SMALL GAME. 


The Sale of Skins Causes A Merry 
Jingling in the Pockets, if the 
Trapper Is Alert and Skilled. 


This is the time of year that the bovs 
are laying schemes and originating traps 
to use later in the season for such animals 
as muskrats, mink, opossums, rabbits and 
even the skunk. And by so doing thev 
are anticipating an-immense amount of 
pleasure and profit. It argues pretty weil 
to a boy's credit to have invented a good 
trap to catch any one of these small 
animals; it makes him stand well with 
all the other boys, and the profit he gets 
from the sale of skins makes a merry jing- 
ling in his pockets. : 

Muskrat skins are worth 25 cents aplece, 
and with many as three traps an 
energetic boy can catch in a day at least 
twenty. If he does not care for their 
commercial value, he will find them use- 
ful to have made into a coat, cap, gloves 
or a robe for ..mself. A young boy of 
Long Island has all of these things made 
of muskats’ fur; and very fine he feels 
and looks when he is arrayed in them 
for skating, or sleighing, as they are the 
result of his own exertions and _ skill. 
With his large experience, this same chap 
has discovered that the best way to catch 
muskrats—they usually run about the 
shore or in places whvwre there is water— 
is to fasten a large steel trap with a 
single spring on to a board, and place this 
board in a slanting position from the 
shore into the water. The trap should be 
well immersed... When the unsuspecting 
muskrat, therefore, takes advantage of 
the board to run up on to the bank. he 
is caught, held fast and downed. This 
method of catching them under water

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A VOCATION FOLLOWED 
BY BUT ONE MAN. 


He Practically Lives on Ocean Liners, 
Crossing Oftener Than Any 
Other Individual—Has Crossed 
Two Hundrei Times in Four 
Years. 

It is difficult to believe that there is 
any employment under the sun in which 
only one man is engaged. But an em- 
ployment of such a kind has been found, 
and what is still stranger, the man so 
engaged crosses the ocean oftener than 
any other human being. This unparallel- 
ed record is held by Alexander Filippini, 
He spends practically no time on land. 
frequently reaching port in time to sajl 
back again on another liner upon the 
Same day. 

Mr. Filippini is known as the traveling 
inspector of the American liners. It can 
readily be understood that the provision 
of excellent meals on steamships is a 
very difficult task on account of the 
small working quarters for cooking and 
the difficulty of keeping up supplies of 
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a marked improvement resultcd as the 
vovage progressed that passengers, in- 
cluding the present vice president, com- 
plimented him for his work. 

When the first report was turned in 
and approved, full authority was given 
to Mr. Filippini, and he started out with 
new courage, adopting the best ideas on 
each ship. He goes on board a ship with- 
out previous arrangement, not being ex- 
pected, and watches the preparation and 
serving of meals, shows the cooks and 
bakers essential details, sees that the 
table stewards are in good training, 
what supplies are lacking, all this has to 
be reported upon. Cooks have to be Kept 
from carelessness, and great promptness 
is essential. Some cooks, for instance, 
were apt to make sauces carelessly or 
apply them/fon meats from cans without 
even warming, to waste supplies, to hold 
back flavorings. brandy for instance, and 
keep little supplies for themselves, while 
bakers sometimes forget that bread can 
be made twice as good by thorough 
kneading. Such were the difficulties. 

Then Mr. Filippini alse studies 
classes of people traveling at various sea- 
sons, and prepares menus for each day 
to suit the tastes of people from all parts 
of the globe, For instance, he doesnot 
forget to have roast beef for Englishmen 
occasiorally, sauces and stew for French- 
men, Hungarian goulasch for Austrians, 
weiner wursts for the Germans, and mac- 
caroni and all dressings for Italians, as 
extras, suiting the tastes of all national- 
ities, without having the bill of fares pre- 
dominate in dishes not acceptable to oth- 
ers. He gives close attention to the sec- 
ond and third cabins as well as to the 
saloon, so that, with the preparation of 
his reports, his time ts fully occupied. 

Mr. Filippini is a man of middle age, 
with black moustache and hair, slightly 
mixed with grey. Some have taken him 
to be a detective, but soon learn of his 
important work, for it is stated that after 
his first veat’s work on shipboard he 
saved the <« ompany $15,000 over and above 
his salary as the result of his work. 

A Thorough Training. 

The early training Mr. Filippini had is 
rather different from that given to pros- 
pective chefs of today. As a boy he went 
to a cooking. institute in Lyons, France. 
Here were taught separately all the 
branches of the trade. The Leginner first

' learned the preparations of sauces of all 
; kinds, and in 


the second class he learned 
to prepare vegetables. Whenever mis- 
takes were made or material wasted he 
was given a clubbing. He advanced rap- 
idly, and finally went through the com- 
plete course in baking. Then instead of 
having to .pay for instruction, he was em- 
ployed by the school as an instructor. 
Later he traveled through Europe and 
learned a great deal more in Switzer- 
land, Germany and othee countries, com- 
ing from there direct to Delmonico’s. 

He has recently made a short trip to 
study the preparation of foods in the larg- 
est cities of BPurope, and he knows in 
what special dish or food each city excels. 
For instance, he found that the best bread 
was made in Turin, Italy and Geneva, the 
reason being that they pay more attention 
to kneading. The material he has heen 
gathering he expects to embody in a 
new book of menus.

Germany is establishing a school which 
Will be uder the Professor 
Koch. Italy has already taken up the 
Subject in the study of malaria. Per- 
haps the work of these new schools will 
be more in the line of investigation than 
in the imparting of knowledge, for it is 
admitted that comparatively little is 
Known of the maladies with which the in- 
habitants of the tropics are compelled to 
cope. Heretofore there has been no very 
€reat need of nations situated in the 
more temperate climates taking up the 
Subject. The work is, therefore, entirely 
new. sut the field for research jis fasci- 
nating and offers many attractions to 
investigators. Perhaps it is for this rea- 
Son that so many are entering it. Eng- 
land has recognized the need of 
Such a school, because of her Indian pos- 
Sessions, and sporedte-fifmxis have been 
made to study some of the diseases with 
Which the Hindoo has been afflicted. 
Still, the subject has never been 
tematized as ‘t now will be.

SOCIAL LIFE IN SAN JUAN, 

I was surprised to see so many women 
at this ball.

It 
is only at such times we see the Letter 
classes of Porto Rico women. ‘They sel- 
dom go upon the streets. They not 
hane out of the windows or over the bal- 
conies, as the South American girls do, 
and in short, they are very eXclusive. It 
is only a few of them that go out to 
walk in the plaza when the military bands 
play, and you might be for months in 
Porto ‘Rico and not know that it had a 
“four hundred.”’ 

I believe the better class Vorto 
are very friendly toward the Americans. 
This feeling has been materially bettered 
by the conduct of some of our army offi- 
cials, and especially by General Fred 
Grant and his wife.

The countries represented are Chi- 
India, United Norway, Swe- 
den, Russia, Finland, England and Ire- 
land and the diseases from which the 
patients suffer were contracted in Java, 
India, Brazil, southern United States, 
Fareados, Old Calibar, Benin and Cape 
Coast Castle, the last four places being 
on the coast of Africa. Several of- these 
patients were sailors, and as they brought 
their ailments directly from the tropies 
into the temperate zone, the need of spe- 
cial attendance will be 
ed. The London hospital will be on the 
Albert docks, and it will not enly at- 
tempt the study and the cure of tropical 
but it will provide for the in- 
struction of nurses to be sent into the 
tropics. In fact, the English thysicians 
have been thoroughly aroused by the re- 
cent ravages of disease in the Indian ar- 
my. lit is more to be dreaded thun bul- 
lets. The British secretary of war re- 
ports that in the Tirah camoaign, a re- 
cent frontfer expedition, 1,000 men were 
admitted to -the hospital on uc2zount of 
wounds, while 1,100 were admitted on ac- 
count of disease. There were 100 deaths 
from wounds and 600 from tropical dis- 
This disproportion becomes the 
more significant when it is pointed out 
that the wounds of the convalescents 
generally cease to trouble them entirely 
after a time, while the disease is apt to 
remain in the system, periodically 
flicting the soldier during the remainder 
of his life. 

The Jdhns Hopkins intention, how- 
ever, wiil be more thorough than the 
English. The hospital in Baltimore will 
be under the charge of Professor William 
Osler and it will be operated like the 
London and Liverpool institutions, but 
the commission which has gone to the 
far east will pursue special lines of in- 
vestigation, transmitting the knowledge 
obtained to the parent school, so that 
the courses in the college may be more 
intelligently pursved. This commission 
started from Chicago several months ago, 
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and is already at work in the fleld, It 
is composed of Professor Simon Flexnor, 
of the pathological department in Johns 
Hopkins, Joseph M. Flaint and Frederick 
FP. Gay, medical students of Cnicago and 
Boston respectively, and John W. Gar- 
rett, of Baitimore. They will visit Yoko- 
hama and Kobe in Japan, Shanghatl, 
Hong Kong and Singapore in China, 
Colombo and neighboring points. But 
their most importanf work will be done 
in the Philippines, where they will study 
the causes, action and results of the 
strange diseases which exist under trop- 
ical conditions. The dissemination of 
disease and methods for 
will be the important objects of study. 
They will seck to prove the claims of 
Alfred Russel Wallace, the Englishman, 
who, after an experience of many years, 
states positively that all white men may 
live to the tropics with impunity. 

Mr. Wallace says the 
with the climate, but with diseases which 
are the result of unsanitary conditions 
such as prevailed in Europe a century 
ago. “If we take the great belt about 
9000 miles wide extending f* »m 12°’to 15 
degrees north and south a the equator, 
we have an enormous area which is not 
only well adapted for colonization in the 
true sense—that is, for permanent oc- 
cupation of white men—Dbut is also, with 
proper sanitary precautions, the most 
healthy and enjoyable part of the world 
in which the laborer can obtain the max- 
imum return for the minimum amount 
of toil.’’ : 

The commission will pay special atten- 
tion to those diseases which are carried 
about by animals. For instance, it is 
well known that mosqu'toes inoculate 
human beings with the germs of malaria 
sf elephantiasis. Dr. Sommer of 
Buenos Ayres intimates that mosquitoes 
disseminate the germs of leprosy. Flies 
carry about from person to person the 
germs of yellow fever, typhoid fever, 
opthalmia, and several intestinal dis- 
eases. Rats, mice, dogs and other ani- 
mals contract the plague and transmit 
human beings. How to bar out 
these possibilities will be a subject of 
study. Concerning mosquitces, the drain- 
ing of marshy tracts is one method of 
relief.

THE WHITE HOUSE OF SAN

It is an ime- 
mense building of two stories, having, lI 
judge, at least two score rooms. A num- 
ber of these now devoted to offices, 
but there is almost as much room as 
in the white and General Davis 

several magnificent parlors. 

Kintering the palace, you go in between 
two of our soldiers and walk' up a wide 
staircase, by aw stack of rifles, past a mir- 
ror draped with. two American flags, to 
the second floor. This is the living part 
of the palace. Turning to the left, vou 
first enter the reception room, which is as 
large as the ordinary parlor, and thence 
pass on into the drawing room, which is 
about fifty feet long, twenty-five feet 
wide and twenty feet high. It is floored 
white and black marble. Its walls 
frescoed in lilac and gilt, and the 
room is almost covered with large mir- 
rors, 
The drawing room, like the rest of the 
furnished just as it was when 
the Spanish left it. Uncle Sam bought 
the furniture, including the piano, the 
billiard table and the carriage and horses, 
which our governor general drives. The 
palace, in fact, looks more like a Spanish 
dwelling house than an American one. 
The chairs are of Austrian bentwood, 
and they arranged about marble ta- 
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bles in Spanish style. Upon some of the 
walls are pictures of Spanish scenery 
painted in oils, and as you go out of the 
drawing room into the music room you 
pass bronze statues of Spanish knights in 
armor on pedestals of black marble. 

I particularly examined the piano. It 
was made in Barcelona, and it is said 
that it originally cost $1,000. 

Beyond the music room is the billiard 
room, where the Spanish officials cracked 
the ivory balls which our officials crack 
now. This room has windows looking 
out upon the palace gardens, the bay 
and Morro castle. From it you can sté 
the Casa Blanca, another government 
building, which stands upon the founda- 
tions of a house in which Ponce de Leon 
lived several hundred years ago. The 
palace itself was begun in the sixteenth 
century, although it was not finished tun- 
til 1848, 

HOW THE PORTO RICANS LIVE. 

It seems strange to Americans to have 
the parlors and reception rooms on the 
second floor. This-.is the custom in most 
of the towns of Porto Rico. The rich peo- 
ple of San Juan all live in the second 
stories of their houses, the lower floors 
being given up to the poor. Out in the 
country the houses of the richest farm- 
ers have storehouses, granaries or sta- 
bles beneath them, and you have to go 
up long steps to get to the front door. 

The average country house has no 
glass in its windows, but only shutters, 
which open and ¢lose. It is built 
with a large living room in the center 
and bed rooms opening into this on each 
side. There is often a wing containing a 
kitchen with a water closet adjoining it. 
Bath rooms are almost unknown and the 
sanitary conditions of even the best 
houses are bad. 

The furniture is commonly of bentwood, 
the chairs being arranged stiffly about a 
table. .There is often a wicker sofa and 
some rocking chairs, but no attempts are 
made at ornamentation in the way cf 
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cozy nooks or of wall decoration. 

The bed rooms are fitted out with iren 
beds .covered either with canvas or w th 
wire springs, upon which thin comforts 
are spread for mattresses. The mattresses 
are usually not long enough to allow your 
whole body to le on them without touch- 
ing the wires. In my hotel here in San 
Juan the springs either scratch the flesh 
of my heels, or, M I protect my heels, my 
Shoulders have to suffer by the shar» 
Wires between the mattress and the 
low. 

LADIES AID SOCIETY OF SAN JUAN. 

The Porto Rican ladies are now co-op- 
erating with the wives of the army and 
navy officers to improve the condition of 
the poor women of Porfo Rico. A la- 
dies’ aid society has been organized. 
This society is non-sectarian, and it is 
supported by voluntary contributions. 
One of cirief officers is Mrs. Colonel 
J. R. Hoff, its vice president, the presi- 
dent being the wife of the governor gen- 
eral. It has offices just outside of the 
fort San Christobel, and holds meetings 
twice a week, at which hundreds of the 
poor women of Porto Rico come for aid. 
It has now about 30 work women on its 
list. They are paid for making elothes, 
which are given away to such of the 
poor who are unable to work. They re- 
ceive from 18 to W cents for making 
dresses, and are very giad to: get -~work 
at these prices, 

Many of the work women are the wid- 
ows of officers who lost their lives during 
the war. Some of them can embroider 
beautifully, and the Ladies’ Aid Society 
takes orders ‘for embroidery and drawn 
work, paying these women what they 
receive, with the exception of 10 per cent 
for the treasury of the society. This 
drawn work ts beautiful and exceedingly 
cheap, and any of our women who are 
benevolently inclined might get beautiful- 
ly embroldered pillow cases or napkins 
and table cloths, handkerchiefs and 
other things by sending money to the 
Ladies’ Aid Society of San Juan. 

The women have already established a 
free medical dispensary. ‘They also give 
many of the poor people tickets to the 
Young Men's Christian Association soup 
kitchens, Where a poor man can get a 
dinner for 5 cents. 

WOMEN’S WORK AND WAGES. 

Speaking of the poorer women, there !s 
little chance here for a gir] to make her 
own living. Outside of schoo) teaching 
or acting as governesses there are no 
openings whatever. Women are not em- 
ployed in the stores. Porto Rico has not 
up to this date a female typewriter, and 
the work in the post offices and tele- 
graph offices is done by men. I see some 
women in the dressmaking shops. The 
most of them use hand sewing machines, 
and I am told that they sew beautifully 
with the needle. The wages are such, 
however, that the American dressmaker 
could not jive upon them. Sewing women 
who come into the house and sew all day 
from 7 o'clock in the morning until 6 
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cents a

Beri-Beri is another tropical disease 
that needs investigation. The medical 
authorities have had lomg disputes over 
the probable origin of the disease. Some 
say it is due to eating rice; others to the 
consumption of raw fish. dt is prevalent 
in the far east. It is found in China, 
India, Sumatra, Borneo, Java, ‘Moluccas 
and in Cuba. Vessels carried it to Cuba 
from Asia. fo quote Profegor Osier, 
“the mortality from this disease among 
the coolies of the Malay archipelago is 
simply frightful.”” Yet, as intimated, no 
specific organism of the malady has been 
found. The perlod of fmoculation is 
probably long; that is, the period elapsing 
from the time a man is inoculated until 
the disease manifests itself, may be a few 
days or it may be many months. One 
seldom gets rid of it entirely.

Pro- 
fessor Patrick Manson proved conclusive- 
ly that this disease of the Chinese was 
caused by little thread-like worms which 
the mosquito carries about from one per- 
son to another, inoculating them. In 
this country, by the way, the common 
crow gets elephantiasis from being bitten 
by the mosquito. This little worm, the 
filaria, has several cousins which are the 
cause of two or three tropical diseases, 
such as the Guinea worm disease of Afri- 
ca and the East Indies, the sleeping sick- 
ness of the African negro, and others 
equally remarkable. There is the filaria 
diurni, which Manson found in 1891. This 
Curious worm can only be found in the 
peripheral blood during the day time, or 
when the patient stays awake. It can- 
not be found at night or when the p.- 
tient is asleep. The theory jis that it muat 
go into the inner blood passages at night. 
The filaria bancroft{ exists under the di- 
rectly opposite conditions. It cannot be 
discovered during the daytime, but unly 
at night when the patient sleeps. The 
filaria of the Guinea worm disease enters 
its victim’s mouth with his food, and 
having reached his stomach, refuses to 
be digested and penetrates oulward unti! 
it comes to the surface of his body ‘n- 
der the skin of which it can be felt like 
a bundle of fine threads. Then it works 
its way downward, giving birth to enor- 
mous numbers of young worms on the 
way, until it reaches the ankles, when, 
strangely enough, it voluntarily leaves 
its host. is 

Liver flukes is a disease caused by 
germs, which is prevalent in Japan and 
which results in an enormous enlarge- 
ment of the liver. One case is recorded 
wherein the liver reached a weight of 
eleven pounds. Twenty per cent of the 
population of certain Japanese provinces 
are afflicted. There is another fluke dis- 
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mon in parts of China, Japan and 
mosa. The urficaria is another 
worm which helps to make life interest- 
ing for the natives of India, Egypt, Bra- 
zil and the West Indies.
